These gains, made during the vicious 
fighting of Monday, have been in part 
admitted by Paris, which has report- 
ed the loss of 300 metres of advanced 
trenches northwest of Cumieres and 
the retirement from similar positions 
to the south of the road between Beth- 
incourt and Cumieres. Berlin says the 
Germans captured 1,313 prisoners, in- 
cluding several staff officers. 

Around Le Mort Homme and Cumieres 
a violent bombardment is still in 


a demonstration for preparedness. A 
number of persons were standing on 
the sidewalk under the awning and 
were crushed under the timbers and a 
ton or more of bricks and mortar torn 
from the building. 

The dead were Mrs. F. E. Allen, an 
aged woman; A. FB.

J. Ogden Armour is head 
of the Roosevelt business men’s or- 
ganization in Illinois. 

The organization of the entire coun- 
try by states was begun in New York 
eight days ago and is a purely volun- 
teer movement, Mr. Satterlee explained. 

It-is expected the business men will 
render effective aid in Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio, Iowa, Wisconsin and other states 
which. have “favorite-son” candidates 
for president in influencing’ delegates 
to support Roosevelt as a second choice 
in the convention. ) 

Managers of the Hughes, Roosevelt, 
Fairbanks, Weeks and Root campaigns 
have turned their attention to the con- 
tests over delegates which will be 
heard by the republican national com- 
mittee beginning June 1 

The Georgia Contest. 

There are forty contests involving 
the seats of sixty-two delegates. 

In Georgia the faction headed by 
Walter H. Johnson, state chairman, is 
disputing the right of the seventeen 
delegates elected by the faction led 
by National Committeeman Henry S. 
Jackson to occupy seats in the con- 
vention. A majority of the delegation 
led by the Jackson faction is claimed 
by Weeks, while a majority of the 
other faction is said to favor Hughes. 

In Alabama seven of the delegates 
representing the regular organization 
headed by National Committeeman P. 
D. Barker and State Chairman Pope M. 
Long and O. D. Street are being con- 
tested by Dr. U. G. Mason, a negro, of 
Birmingham. 

Both. delegates are said to be unin- 
structed, but the regulars are said to 
be divided between Hughes, Weeks, 
Root and Fairbanks, while the other 
faction is said to be favorable to Roose- 
velt. 

In Louisiana the contest is between 
National Committeeman Victor Loisel 
and C. S. Herbert, state chairman, on one 
side, and Walter Cohen, a negro, on the 
other. The negroes charge that the 
state convention was held at a New 
Orleans hotel which denied admission 
to the megro delegates. A majority of 
the regulars are reported to favor 
Hughes, while the negroes are believed 
to be supporters of Roosevelt. Twelve 
delegates are involved in this dispute.

Believes It Foolishness. 


Members of the board of police com~ 
missioners last night expressed them-~ 
selves as perfectly willing to grant 
“férmer Police Chief James L. Beavers 
anothé? tfidl in accordance with the 
decision of Judge J. T. Pendleton, of 
Fulton superior court, yesterday, in ap- 
proving ‘the ex-chief’s certiorari from 
the recent action of the police board 
in demoting him to a captain on the 
charge of “insubordination.” 

“We are perfectly willing to give 
Beavers another fair and impartial 
trial,” said Mayor James G. Woodward, 
who, as an ex-officio member of the 
police commission, was one of those to 
vote to demote Beavers. 

“Foolishness” Says Mayor. 
“But I don’t see that it will be of 


| 
| 


any use. It will all be a piece of fool- 
ishness and wasted time,” the mayor 
continued. 

“We tried him legally and legiti- 
mately on the recommendations of an 
investigation committee of five com- 
missioners, four of whom were his 
friends. These men recommended that 
Beavers was ‘incompetent,’ ‘inefficient’ 
and ‘paying too much attention to out- 
side influence.’ ”’ 

Judge Pendleton’s decision was hand- 
ed down Tuesday about noon, and he 
went so far as to instruct the police 
board to disregard Beavers’ former 
trial and grant him a new trial, and to 
insert in the charges against the de- 
moted chief specifications as to the of- 
fenses, 

Judge Pendleton’s order is as fol- 
lows: 

“after hearing arguments of counsel, it 
is ordered and adjudged that the certiorari 
be sustained and the case returned to the 
board of commissioners for a new trial, and 
the board of police commissioners are in- 
structed to sustain the demurrer and dis- 
miss the charges unless each charge is 
amended by adding gd ead specifications. 

“The attention of the commissioners is 
called to their own rules, Nos. 146, 148 and 
150, which require that charges against an 
officer shall be in writing and contain the 
charges and specifications, and that said 
charges and specifications shall be served 
on the officer two days before his trial.” 

Will Hold Conference. 

Andy King, chairman of the police 
board, stated that he believed that 
Beavers had been given a fair trial, 
and that for the present he did not 
know what action the board of police 
commissioners would pursue. Commis- 
sioner King will hold a conference 
with Attorney Charles T. Hopkins, 
who represented the board in the Beay- 
ers trial. 

“IT am willing to give Beavers anoth- 
er trial,” stated Commissioner King 
last night, “but, from the recent deci- 
sion of the board in firing Beavers 
from the force under rule No. 95, since 
he had not reported for duty as a cap- 
tain, it seems that the commissioners 
are. justified in not having him on the 
force. Ten of the commissioners of 
the eleven present voted to fire Beav- 
ers.”’ 

James L. Key, who was Beavers’ 
leading counsel during his trial, stated 
that the firing of Beavers as a captain 
had no bearing on the case and was 
superfluous. 

“Beavers Still Chief.” 


“Beavers was never a captain. He 
had declined that -position,” argued At- 
torney Key last night. “Beavers is still 
chief of police of Atlanta, and is only 
under suspension, awaiting a fair and 
impartial trial as ordered by the judge 
of the superior court. I have nothing 
to say about the case for the present, 
except that, as Beavers’ counsel, we 
will insist upon his having another trial, 
and upon specifications being put 
in the vague and indefinite charge un- 
der which he was demoted at his for- 
wage «pow p 

“There were seven charges brought 
against Chief Beavers, and all but 
was dismissed by the hat

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OPEN KNIFE THROWN 


_ AR GOL, ROOSEVELT 


Incident Occurred at Kansas 
City—Believed Knife Was 
Tossed as Joke. 


Kansas City, Mo., May 30.—There 
were several untoward incidents dur- 
ing Colonel Roosevelt’s visit here to- 
day. 

A pocket knife was thrown at Colo- 
nel Roosevelt’s motor car during the 
Memorial day parade and it struck 
the arm of John W. McGrath, the 
former president’s secretary, and fell 
to the running board of the car. Mc- 
Grath tonight said there was no force 
behind the knife and he believed some 
one had tossed it towards the car asa 
joke. Colonel Roosevelt was told of 
the incident tonight and afterward his 
secretary issued this statement: 

“Colonel Roosevelt regards the mat- 
ter as an entirely trivial incident and 
feels that no weight should be attach- 
ed to it.” 

The secretary was riding in the 
front seat of the motor car. Suddenly 
a knife with one blade, measuring 
about three inches, struck his arm a 
gtancing blow. The knife slipped to 
the ground, where Ernest Shell, a 
member of the American Legion, 
escorting the former president, picked 
it up and handed it to a policeman. The 
officer, whoever he was, had not re- 
ported the incident tonight and the 
knife had not been recovered. 

Another incident was the arrest in 
the lobby of the Hotel Muehlbach of 
a man who said his name was Edward 
McDaniel and his home was at Tulsa, 
Okla, He declared he had business 
with Colonel Roosevelt and tried to 
force his way past the police. The 


.police still were holding the man to- 


night, but no charges had been placed 
against him. 


MASSES OF GERMANY 
TIRED OF BLOODSHED 


Herr Noske Tells Reichstag 
the People Want an Un- 
derstanding. 


‘ Berlin, May 30.—(Via London:)—In 
the reichstag today Gustave'Noske, so- 
cialist, protested against the speech 
of Herr Hirsch, national liberal of 
Essen, which, he declared, was calcu- 
lated to prevent the neutral powers 
from mediating in behalf of peace. 
Herr Noske especially objected to 
Herr Hirsch’s. “scolding tone” .towards 
President Wilson. He added: “There 
is no disposition among the German 
people to hazard the lives of fur- 
ther hundreds of thousands for fan- 
tastic plans of conquest. The people 
at the front and at home want no 
more bloodshed. The masses reject 
the thought of continuing the war 
until peoples are bled white. That 
would be a crime. Humanity needs a 
permanent: understanding.”

Washington, May 30.—President Wil- 
son delivered a Memorial day address 
today at Arlington .National cemetery 
in whith he defined the spirit of Amer- 
ica, warned citizens of foreign birth 
not to set themselves against the pur- 
poses of the nation, called upon young 
men to perform voluntary military 
service and defended his recent sug- 
gestion for an alliance of nations to 
preserve peace. He spoke before an 
audience made up largely of veterans 
of the war between the states, who 
applauded him vigorously. While he 
declared he had no harshness in his 
heart for Americans of foreign birth 
and expected them still to love the 
sources of their origin, the president 
said “America must come first in every 
purpose we entertain and every man 
must count upon being cast out of our 
confidence, cast out even of our tol- 
erance, who does not submit to that 
great ruling principle.” | 

Speaking of America, made up out 
of all the peoples of the world, as the 
champion of the. rights of mankind, 
he said: ‘We are not only ready to co- 
operate, but we are ready to fight 
against any aggression, whether from 
within or without. But we must guard 
ourselves against any sort of aggres- 
sion which would be unworthy of 
America. We are ready to fight for 
our rights when those rights are coinci- 
dent with the rfghts of men and hu- 
manity.” 

United States and Peace, 

The president reiterated his sugges- 
tion before the League to Enforce 
Peace last week that the United States 
was ready to become a partner in any 
alliance of the nations “which would 
guarantee public right ,against selfish 
aggregsion.” Of published criticisms 
reminding him that George Washing- 
ton warned the nation against “en- 
tangling alliances,” he said: 

“I shall never myself consent to an 
entangling alliance, but would gladly 
assent to a disentangling alliance, an 
alliance which would disentangle the 
peoples of the world from those com- 
binations in which they seek their own 
separate and private interests, and 
unite the people of the world to pre- 
serve the peace of the world upon a 
basis of common right and justice.” 

Universal training and preparedness 
were possible, Mr. Wilson declared, 
only if the men- of suitable strength 
and age will volunteer. He said the 
“acid test’ was about -to be applied 
to ‘business men to see whether they 
would allow their employees to volun- 
teer. He said the army reorganization 
bill now before him bristled with that 
interrogation point, which he warned 
all the business men of the country 
was staring them in the face. 

The president said he was for “uni- 
versal voluntary. training,” but that 
“America does not wish anything but 
the compulsion of the spirit of Amer- 
ica.” ' He added that the people of the 
nation were watching each other, and 
that a great many men, even when 
they did not want to, were going to 
stand up and say “here.”’ 

Text of President’s Speech. 
Following is the text of the speech: 
“Whenever I seek: to intérpret the 

spirit of an occasion like this, I am 
led to reflect upon the seas of memory. 


We are here today to recall a period of 
our history which in one sense is so 


the vital threads of it in our conscious- 
ness, and yet is so near that men who 
played heroic parts in it are still living, 
are still about us, are still here to re- 
ceive the homage of our respect and 
our honor. They belong to an age 
which is past, to a period the vital 
questions of which no longer vex the 
nation, to a period of which.it may be 


remote that we no longer seem to keep.

AUSTRIANS STRIKE 
AT ITALIANS. 


The Austrians have begun another 
attack against the Italians in the 
Posina region of Italy, southwest of 
Posina and farther north along the 
upper reaches of the Astico river, on 
the Austro-Italian border. South of 
Posina Austrians prepared for their 
offensive with a bombardment, but, 
according to Rome, the Italians, after 
a desperate struggle against the Aus- 
trian infantry, retained their posi- 
tions. In the Lagarina valley, on the 
Pasubio sector, and in the Sugana val- 
ley at Ospedaletto, the Austrians are 
heavily bombarding the Italian posi- 
tions. 

On the Russian front the Germans 
essayed an offensive northeast of 
Augustinhof, but were driven back to 
their trenches by the Russians. The 
Austrians in Galicia met with a mo- 
mentary success near Gliadki, driving 
the Russians from a position and cap- 
turing it. The Russians, however, in 
a counter attack recaptured the post. 
Near Boutchache the Austrians at- 
tempted an offensive, but it. was put 
down by the Russian fire. 

On their front in Asiatic Turkey the 
Russians report the situation is un- 
changed. Constantinople says tha 
near Felahie, in the Kut-El-Amara re- 
gion, the Turks silenced two British 
guns and took prisoners in a surprise 
attack.

FRENCH ADMIT 
LOSS OF GROUND. 


Paris, May 30.—A strong attack was 
made last night with a fresh division 
of German troops on the Verdun front 
west of the Meuse between Dead Man 
Hill and Cumieres. The war office 
statement of today says there was a 
slight French retirement on the Beth- 
incourt-Cumieres road. 

All wttempts of the Germans to gain 
Sround or. the remainder of the posi- 
tions under attack were repulsed. 

The Germans maintained heavy artil-. 
lery fire west of Fort Douaumont. 

The statement follows: 

“On the left bank of the river Meuse 
the bombardment was continued yes- 
terday evening with redoubled violence 
between Dead Man Hill and Cumieres. 
Shortly after this activity the enemy 
directed a very strong attack upon all 
our positions in thid sector. In this 
fighting a new division recently arrived 
on the scene took part. On our 
left all the assaults of the enemy upon 
the slopes east of Dead Man Hill where 
our lines are established were checked 
by our fire.

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BIG NAVY ADVOCATES 
FIGHT HARD IN HOUSE 


And Succeed in Getting Sub- 
marines Increased From 
Twenty to Fifty. 


Washington, May 30.—Determined 
republican efforts to enlarge the build- 
ing program of the naval appropria- 
tion bill as reported from the naval 
committee resulted today in the adop- 
tion by the house, sitting as a com- 
mittee of the whole, 0 
increasing the number of submarines 
from twenty to fifty. Proposals to pro- 
vide for six battle cruisers instead of 
five and to add two dreadnaughts and 
two scout cruisers to the program were 
defeated after a lively fight. 

In order to finish consideration of 
the bill by the time fixed, 4 o’clock 
Friday afternoon, the house had a 
three-hour session today instead of re- 
cessing over Memorial day as usual. 

So decisive were the votes against 
additional battle and scout cruisers 
that the bigger navy advocates virtu- 
ally have decided to abandon the fight 
for them, but they still hope to get the 
two battleships: Another attempt will 
be made when the house returns to 
regular form on Friday. 

The battleship proposal was lost by 
the narrow margin of sixteen votes, 
130 opposing and 114 favoring. Four- 
teen democrats voted for the amend- 
ment and eight republicans opposed it. 
Democrats supporting it were Linthi- 
cum, Coady and Price, Maryland; Mc- 
Andrews, McDermott, Stone and Gal- 
lagher, Illinois; Lazano and Dupre, Lou- 
isiana; O’Shaunessy Rhode Island; 
Sherley, Kentucky; Tague, Massachu- 
setts, and Farley and Driscoll, New 
York. Republicans voting in the neg- 
ative were Mondell, Wyoming; Nelson, 
Wisconsin; Cramton, Michigan; Good, 
Green, Naugen and Ramseyer, Iowa, 
and Hllsworth, Minnesota. 

The voting on increasing the subma- 
rines was 144 to 104, seventeen demo- 
crats voting for it and no republicans 
opposing. 

The additional undersea boats would 
be of the coast defense type, seventeen 
of which already were provided for by 
the bill. Many members who have been 
urging that it would be better to ex- 
pend money on submarines than on 
battleships rallied to the support of 
the amendment after voting against 
the battleship proposal. 

A vote of 109 to 83 defeated the pro- 
posal to construct six battle cruisers 
instead of five, and the viva voce vote 
against the proposal to increase the 
number of scout cruisers from four to 
six was so overwhelming that a roll 
call was not sought.

New Crisis Is Upon Us. 


“And yet, ladies and gentlemen, the 
veey object for which we are met to- 
gether is to renew in our hearts the 
spirit that made these things possible.

That was a crisis 
which could be handled, it seems, in 
no other way, but I need not tell you 
that the peculiarity of this singular 
and beloved country is that its task, 
its human task, is apparently never fin- 
ished; that it is always making and 
to be made.

We know that the war which is to 
ensue will be a war of spirits and not 
of arms. We know that the spirit of 
America is invincible, and that no man 
can abate its power, but we know that 
that spirit must upon occasion be as- 
serted, and that this is one of the oc- 
casions. America is made up out of 
all the nations of the world. Look at 
the rosters of the civil war. You will 
seé names there drawn from almost 
every European stock. Not recently, 
but from the first, America has drawn 
her blood and her impulse from all 
the sources of energy that spring at 
the fountains of every race, and be- 
cause she is thus compounded out of 
the peoples of the world her problem 
is largely a problem of union all the 
time, a problem of compounding out 
of many elements a single triumphant 
force. 

“The war in Europe has done a very 
natural thing in America. It has stirred 
the memories of men drawn from many 
of the belligerent stocks. It has re- 
in them a national feeling 
which had grown faint under the 
soothing influence of peace, but which 
now flares up when it looks as if na- 
tion had challenged nation to a final 
reckoning and they remember the na- 
tions from which they were sprung and 
know that they are in this life and 
death grapple. It is not singular, my 
fellow-citizens, that this should have 
occurred and up to a certain point it is 
not just that we should criticise it. We 
have no criticism for men who love the 
places of their birth and the sources of 
their origin. We do not wish men to 
forget their mothers and their fathers, 
their forbears runnin back through 
long, laborious generations which have 
taken part in the building up of the 
strength and spirit of other nations. 
No man quarrels with that. From such 
springs of sentiment we all draw some 
of the handsomest inspirations of our 
lives. But all that we do criticise is 
that in some instances—they are not 
very numerous—but in some instances 
men have allowed this old ardor of an-

““‘We have ‘been engaged recently, my 
fellow citizens, in discussing the pro- 
cesses of preparedness.

We shall have an answer 
“o that question in the next few 
months. A bill is lying upon my table 
now ready to be signed which bris- 
tles all over with that interrogation 
point and I want all the business men 
of the country to see that interroga- 
tion point staring them in the face. I 
have heard a great many people talk 
about universal’ training—universal 
voluntary training, with all my heart, 
if you wish it, but America does not 
wish anything but the compulsion of 
the spirit of America. I for my part 
not entertain any serious doubt 
of the answer to’ these questions, but I 
suppose there is no place in the world 
where the compulsion of public opin- 
ion is more imperative than it is in 
the United States.

a generation. And this apirit is going 
out conquering and to conquer until, 
it may ‘be, in the province of God, a

FLOW OF IMMIGRATION 
RETURNING TO NORMAL 


Washington, May 30.—The flow of 
immigration into the United States, at 
one time halted by the European war, 
shows a greater increase towards nor- 
mal with each succeeding month. Fig- 
ures made public today by the depart- 
ment of labor show that 27,000 allens 
reached American shores in March, 11 
per cent more than in the preceding 
month and 48 per cent more than dur- 
ing March of the previous year. In 
March, 1914, 92,500 aliens were admit- 
ted.

Immigrants than-any other country. 
Greece was second with 2,913; Eng- 
land third with 2,584; Mexico fourth 
with 2,299; the Scandinavian countries 
fifth with 2,033. Immigrants of Ger- 
man nationality numbered 1,079.

Piece of Legislation — Boy 
Scout Movement Favored. 


The executive committee of the At- 


lanta Chamber of Commerce, at its 
meeting yesterday, went on record by 


resolution opposing the passage of the 
Tavenner bil] introduced in the na- 
tional house of representatives, Jan- 
uary 11, 1916, and referred to the com- 
mittee on labor. 

The bill opposes the application to 
government employees new systems of 
shop management known by the gen- 
eral term of “scientific management,” 
wherein a stop watch is used to time 
workmen while at work to ascertain 
the maximum amount of work possible 
for the most capable man and to make 
this the standard of time in which 
that particular kind of work must be 
done. 

The Tavenner bill would make it 
unlawful for any officer having charge 
of the work of any employee of the 
United States government to make or 
cause to be made with a stop-watch or 
any such device a time study of any 
job or of the movements of any such 
employee while engaged on any such 
work. 

The bill further provides that no 
premiums or bonus shail be paid to 
any employee in addition to his reg- 
ular wages except for suggestions re- 
sulting in improvements or economy 
of operation in any government plant. 

A resolution was passed protesting 
against this bill as being a vicious 
piece of legislation and telegrams were 
sent to the representatives in the na- 
tional capitol urging them to work 
against its passage. 

The committee went on record as 
favoring the Boy Scout movement in 
tneir efforts to get 2,000 additional 
members in the citv. A committee of 
Bayne Gibson, Harrison Jones and 
Lewis Buddy, field representative of 
the Bov Scouts, appeared at the meet- 
ing and asked for action by the cham- 
ber.

The 
petition sets forth that this salary and 
others paid are in excess of the 
amounts provided for in the company’s 
charter, and out of proportion with the 
amount of service performed by their 
recipients. 

A full accounting is asked for, also 
the appointment of a permanent re- 
ceiver. Pending adjudication of the 
case, Judge Pendleton vesterday grant- 
ed a temporary restraining order and 
set the case for trial September 9.

“There are times when the 
must hesitate to admit testiniony 
is relevant. There are times when 
seme relevant evidence may 89 preju- 
dice the jury that it is blinded ratner 
than enlightened. It is probable ever. 
jury is human and it is probabie that 
ithe lurid pictures of murder drawn 
by able counsel would prevent a fair 
and just consideration of the charge of 
larceny. 

“It is clear to my mind that the lar- 
ceny must be established by evidence 
that has no connection with the alleged 
murder in Texas. The mere contention 
that murder was committed to cover 
traces of larceny would not be suffi- 
cient to convict for larceny. 

“After earnest consideration I have 
decided to exclude all evidence relative 
to a homicide and to confine this case 
to direct testimony on the larceny 
charge.” 

“The larceny in this case,” argued 
Reuben Arnold, of the state, prior to 
Judge Hill's ruling, ‘“‘was larceny from 
Mrs. Dennis. Therefore, we must ex- 
plain her absence from court to, her- 
self, make the charges that are made 
by her family and the state. 

“Suppose - & had died of fever. We 
would be permitted to show that. It 
makes no difference 
to go into a set of involved circum- 
stances to show the death of Mrs. Den- 
nis, when, in case of a death by fever, 
we could establish it by the exhibition 
of the death certificate. 


WHAT STATE

Washington, May 30.—(Special.)—

THE HIGHWAY COMMISSION. 


Erroneous impression appears to have 
arisen in some quarters concerning the high- 
way commission bill prepared by a special 
committee and indorsed by the highway 
committee of the County Commissioners’ 
Association of Georgia, at its recent mieet- 
ing in Atlanta. In some manner the idea has 
been seized upon that this bill has been 
presented as a sine qua non, or as the par- 

ticular bill that must be passed without ma- 
terial change or amendment. 

There is absolutely no foundation for this 
view. The highway committee of the County 
Commissioners’ association, which met in 

the Georgia Chamber of Commerce and un- 
der that organization’s auspices, simply 
- gives the legislature a working basis—a 
foundation upon which to build. 
: The county commissioners who are back 
' of this proposition fully realize that the de- 
tails of this problem, as of all others of a 
legislative nature, are to be .worked out by 
the legislature itself, and along such lines as 
shall seem to it most feasible and appro- 
priate in view of all the conditions confront- 
ing the state. 
The particular object in view just now is 
- the establishment of a state highway com- 
mission, and not how many members shall 
- compose it or whether they shall be present 
_gtate officials. or how long they shall serve. 
These are questions for the legislature alone 
to decide, and it was never intended that 
anybody else should decide for it. 

In the draft, however, of any measure 

_ for the consideration of the general assem- 
bly, it is only natural to present these de- 
tails for its consideration; but with the 
understanding always that it shall change 
* them to satisfy its own views, and, if it so 
wishes, tear the whole measure to pieces 
and begin over again from the ground up. 

What Georgia needs and must have is 
not a particular kind of a state highway 
commission, but a state highway commis- 
sion that will prove efficient in the proper 
development of the road systems of this 

_gtate, and, most important of all just now, 
enable Georgia to take advantage of the 
offer of the federal government of material 
assistance in good roads building. 

We must have state highway commission 
legislation at the coming session of the 
general assembly. There are two million 
dollars’ worth of good roads in Georgia to 
be supplied by federal appropriation, which 
are dependent upon it. Failure to enact 
‘such legislation would be tantamount to 
throwing that much away. That Georgia 
would for a moment consider the wanton 
loss of this opportunity is incredible.

In the country there are now about 
200,000 scouts. The scout age is 12 years 
and up to 16.

It is between these ages 
where he is going to be moulded into one 
or another kind of a citizen. 

Georgia has comparatively few Boy 
Scouts. Atlanta has not over 200, and there 
fs no reason why this city and its vicinity 
should not recruit two thousand and more. 
There are said to be 20,000 boys in Fulton 
county of scout age. 

A good live Boy Scout organization in 
Atlanta will do much to solve the youthful 
delinquency problem. As Mr. Wilkinson 
gays, every Atlantan who can possibly do 
so should lend his influence and effort to 
the success of the movement and make it 
what it should be—a splendid factor in the 
building of better citizens.

It was, indeed, “the feature address” of 
the occasion, when a Georgia woman of 
today, whose genius has lifted to the light 
of literature beautiful types of womanhood 
that have “lived faithfully hidden lives,” 
placed such a wreath of love and admira- 
tion upon the brow of the woman of a day 
gone by. 

This was the woman, content to keep 
in the shadow and to serve, and through 
whose service and sweet self-sacrifice light 
shines from the shadows on the world to 
day. ‘ 

In that light, serene and splendid, Mrs. 
Harris crowned. maid and mother of a twi- 
light of unforgotten stars and memories 
with blessing in them; she voiced the feel- 
ing of all hearts and made the Silence sing 
in praise of noble womanhood. 3 

Of womanhood that won to high achieve- 
ment through consecration that was holier 
for its unseen tears and asking nothing, 
yet gave all. 

She did not speak for the womanhood of 
her state alone, but for that of the whole 
country—wherever the genius and the love 
and devotion of woman have made light in 
darkness and contributed to the triumph of 
Truth; the women of the world, who have 
given their lives and talents to high service 
received the meed of praise: She spoke for 
the Mothers of Men. 

Of this gentle woman of Yesterday— 
whose devotion, whose grace and charm, 
form the heritage of the daughters of 
Today—she said, in part: 


She produced great men, not great 
issues, and she did not produce herself 
at all. She was only the blessed medium 
through which all life flowed, receiving 
from her a certain fineness, a color of the 
spirit, a vague and gentle effulgence. 
She was not the epochal woman. She 
was the mother and patient prophet of 


that woman. 
They who fail to comprehend that the 


woman of today is the product as well 
as the descendant of the women of yes- 
terday do not know her history. She led 
no movements, but she herself moved 
ever forward in the sweeter grace of

" She was the most truly and wisely 


progressive worailed of recognition de- 
liberately. 

“She failed of recognition deliberately!” 
She did not even think of leaving that to 
Time: but Time has awarded it in the man- 
hood and womanhood, rising today to call 
her memory blessed. 

For “all great men had great mothers.” 
That is the truth of history, and Mrs. Harris 
made it plain as she brought the Woman 
of Yesterday to the light of Today. 

Wherever there is service for others her 
influence speaks in simple tasks that 
brighten homes for which the world thanks 
God: from cabin and cottage under the 
benediction of Peace, to the Red Cross of 
the world’s battlefields—it is everywhere 
the same! 

In summing up the influence on the 
world today of the woman she calls “the 
pioneer” in human service, Mrs. Harris paid 
her this comprehensive tribute: 


There is no standard of morals, how- 
ever high, no culture, no ideal of justice 
for which we merely contend that she 
did not practice with modesty and pa- 
tience. She left us to reap the harvest 
of her labors with the same spirit of 
willing sacrifice which marks her history 


from the beginning. 

In thus honoring the high attributes of 
the Woman of Yesterday Mrs. Harris has 
given glory to the Womanhood of Today: 
It is reflected glory, mellowed and beauti- 
ful as sunset-lights, holding the Morning in 
their beams. 

And so the world turns lovingly to the 
woman whose Yesterday crowns Today, and 
for whose sake things are better with us 
than they might have been—life brighter, 
home happier; and for all the shadows of a

“Methodist Union---W hat Sort?” 
Discussed by Rev. W. F. Glenn 


Who Sees in Action of the Saratoga Conference a Movement to Absorb South- 
ern Church on Unfavorable Terms. 


Editor Constitution: You have had re- 
cently several editorials concerning the union 
of the Methodist churches in the United 
States, the purpose and spirit of which are 
to be commended. 

You seem, however, with many others, to 
think that our séuthern branch of the church 
needed stimulating toward closer relations; 
when in reality she has been the leader or 
at the front in every effort that way. 

We have never sought organic union, but 
we have persistently sought to bring about 
& spirit of real Christian fraternity and co- 
operation, without which organic union is 
Jess than a name, as we have long since 
found. 

So, please give me space in your paper 
to present a hasty view of our part in this 
matter. 


Cause of Separation. 

I will not attempt to/discuss the cause of 
the separation or the bad spirit that was 
the chief element in it. Two years after 
the separation our church commissioned Dr. 
Lovick Pierce to carry fraternal greetings 
to the general conference of the church north 
which was to meet two years later.. Dr. Pierce 


| Presented himself promptly at the door of 


that body in 1848, but they flatly refused 
to receive him. So, after giving them to un- 
derstand that further advances in that way 
must come from them, he had. nothing to do 
but to return home with his unspoken mes- 
Sages. It was not until twenty-four years 
later that they sent a messenger to us. He 
was cordially received, and the fraternal in- 
terchanges in that way have continued to 
this day. 

In the meantime other things occurred 
that greatly discouraged us. Immediately 
following the civil war the south was over- 
powered, impoverished and almost complete- 
ly prostrated, especially under that terrible 
reconstruction rule that was in some ways 
worse than the war itself. The time for 
fraternity and some Christian sympathy could 
never have been more manifest and oppor- 
tune. But, instead of using the opportunity 
in that way, our strong, rich sister church 
used it in continued, vigorous efforts to crush 
and obliterate our suffering branch. They 
sent down their agents with the avowed pur- 
pose of “disintegrating and absorbing” our 
church. Their ministers, professing the name 
of Christ, went among our members trying 
to persuade them that our church could never 
rally, and that it was the part of wisdom to 
join them. A few of our weaker members 
responded, but in a short time they saw that 
“disintegration and absorption” was a fail- 
ure, and most of them returned to our fold. 
While this absorbing work was being tried 
they seized many of our church buildings, 
and while some of them were restored to us 
by the civil authority, others were never re- 
gained. 

First Joint Commission. 

All of this was not encouraging to true 
fraternity or loyal co-operation in Christly 
work, but our church continued her spirit 
in that direction. So, in 1876, she sent com- 
missioners to act with a like commission from 
the church north and to establish more har- 
monious” and helpful relations. The joint 
commission met at Cape May and agreed upon 
a plan, but, unfortunately, that was all; the 
plan was ignored by the other party. 

During the years following there has been 
much talk about fraternity, federation, uni- 
fication and, up north, about organic union. 
Some time back the issue assumed the form 
of federation, or something like that, and 
the joint commission to arrange the terms 
held its final meeting in Atlanta the first 
part of last year. One main result of: their 


deliberation was to decide that in cities or 
sections where both churches were operating 
and one branch could cover the ground the 
weaker body should withdraw. Our delegates 
entered the agreement in good faith, and at 
once ordered our forces withdrawn from 
Seattle, where the northern church was 
Strongest. But when the application turned 
to Atlanta, when the church north had only 
about 250 members and our church between 
nineteen and twenty thousand, and with 
church buildings in every available part of 
the city and suburbs, ‘they at once refused 
to withdraw, and with money gathered in the 
north they began at once to build a large 
costly church on Ponce de Leon avenue, not 
because it was needed, but to further ends of 
their own. 

Meantime, again the 
tion ‘by reorganization” 
by members of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, the Methodist Protestant church and 
the Methodist Episcopal church, south, and in 
1910 a joint commission from these churches 
began negotiations to that end. On May 10, 
1911, they met in Chattanooga. Tenn. and 
adopted a plan to be reported to the several 
Seneral conferences. For some unaccountable 
reason the general conference of the Meth- 
Odist Episcopal church in 1912 declined to 
take any action on this plan. At the next 
general conference of our church, in 1914, the 
plan was taken up carefully. and, after one 
alteration, was recommended to the other 
churches as an outline for unification. Here 
our church was prompt again in going as far 
as possible in the line of Christian harmony. 

Net the Original Basis. 

This is the paper over which the Saratoga 
general conference has made such an 
They have made some changes in the 
which may or may not mean much. 
Stance, the original paper, adopted 
church, suggested that the general 
ence “have full legislative power 
matters distinctively connectional, and the 
quadrennial conferences to have full legisla- 
tive power over distinctively local affairs.”’ 

The Saratoga conference suggests that 
“the general conference be made the supreme 
legislative, executive and judicial body of the 
church.” That does not look promising, but 
I will not undertake to discuss the issue now. 
Again, our church and the joint commis- 
Sion “suggested that the general conference 
Shall consist of two houses, each house to 
be composed of equal members of ministerial 
and lay delegates,’ while the northern gen- 
eral conference propose “that the general 
conference consist of a single house.’ How 
much that may mean I will not now con- 
sider. 

From all 
church has not been 
fraternal and Christian relations and enter- 
prises. All the time, however, and at this 
time, we have been and are opposed to being 
rushed into organic union with a body that 
has shown us but little consideration except 
when there appeared some prospect of ab- 
sorbing us. Our church has. had an un- 
paralleled growth in the vears' past, and 
hence is a desirable asset for an ambitious 
body. But we do not propose to surrender 
our identity until we can know that our 
relation will be a higher and better one, one 
that will -have more of the spirit of Christ 
in it and afford greater advantages in 
serving Him. I say this believing that I repre- 
sent a large majority of the membership of 
our church, and in the face of those who have 
assumed to commit us wholesale to organi¢

CHAMBER MEMBERS TO BE ASKED VIEWS 
ON REVISION OF THE CITY’S CHARTER 


The members of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce will be asked by letter to state 
their views whether or not the chamber 
should take up actively the question of char- 
ter revision for the city. This action was 
decided on at a meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the chamber held yesterday. It fol- 
lows the recommendation of the members’ 
council of the chamber, backed up by the 
urgent request of the Atlanta newspapers.

If it is decided by them 
that the matter should be actively agitated 
the chamber will then take steps to have 
the question of charter revision placed di- 
rectly before the people by meetings at dif- 
ferent points. If the membership of the 
chamber agree to enter the campaign for a 
better charter a suitable committee will be 
appointed to draw a charter for submission 
to the people. 

The letter outlining the course of action 
is as follows: 

Letter From Chamber. 

“Dear Sir: The members’ council of this 
chamber, at a largely attended meeting held 
May 7, after discussing the question, ‘What 
Form of Government Is Best for Atlanta,’ 
adopted a resolution asking the editors of 
the Atlanta daily papers to take the initiative 
in securing charter revision forthis city. 

“These gentlemen met with the directors 


on May 24, and, after discussion, the board 
adopted a resolution to the effect that this 
chamber should take the initiative in charter 
revision, and, if its membership approves, 
should take up the question with the registered 
voters of the city with a view to bringing 
about meetings of voters and discussion of 
charter revision all over the city, to be fol- 
lowed by the appointment of a suitable com- 
mittee of citizens to draft a charter and sub- 
mit it to the voters. 
Suggestions Asked. 

“In this connection your attention is called 
to the inclosed copies of editorials in the 
Atlanta papers. 

“The president and directors ask that you 
give your approval of this course, using the 
inclosed card for reply at your earliest con- 
venience. 

“If you desire to make any suggestions 
kindly do so by letter separate from tne cara, 
outlining your ideas as concisely and clearly 
as possible. 

“It is generally held by commercial bodies 
that they should do everything in their power 
to improve the form and efficiency of city 
government and aid in shaping public meas- 
ures for the public interests, but should keep 
clear of personal or factional politics. 

“This is the view adopted by the president 
and directors of this chamber, who believe 
it their function to advocate measures but 
not men, and in taking up this matter it is 
not their intention, either now or hereafter, 
to promote the election of any individual or 
set of individuals to office.

Hoover Must Have Been 


Suffering an Aberration of 
the Mind. 


Professor J. A. Campoamor, Spanish 
teacher and student, of 25 East Ellis 
street, whose name was mentioned in 
an alleged suicide note left by Miss 
Blanche Marie Hoover, the young At- 
lanta girl who is said to have been 
found dead in a park at Los Angeles, 
Cal.. several days ago, attributes ref- 
erence to him in the note to an aberra- 
tion of mind which the voung girl, he 
states, surely must have suffered when 
she wrote the note. 

Miss Hoover was 29 years of 
age and the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
B. M. Hoover, 140-A Luckie street. A 
body, supposed to be hers from descrip- 


tions sent here by Los Angeles police, 
is on its way to Atlanta. 

Miss Hoover left Atlanta over a year 
ago, going first to Cincinnati, O., and 
later to Los Angeles intent upon en- 
tering motion pictures. 

Her parents did not hear from her 
for several weeks, at the end of which 
time a communication was received by 
them to the effect that a young girl, 
supposedly their daughter, had commit- 
ted suicide in a park of Los Angeles. 

Note Is Found. 

The note, which was found torn to 
bits beneath her body, pieged together 
by police officials and se to Atlanta, 
is as follows: 

“I don’t think this fellow, J. A. Cam- 
poamor, wants me to kill myself. He 
doesn’t think I have nerve enough for 
that I can only surmise his mo- 
tive. I have been followed everywhere 
by private detectives. No one but Cam- 
poamor has reason to hate me enough 
tc pay money to detectives to trace me 
across the continent. Money is gone. 
Spent most all I had left for a pis- 
tol. I am choosing death simply be- 
cause I cannot keep work, if I get it, 
and life of the other kind does not ap- 
peal to me. Do not believe life to be 
worth prolonging at the price. Love 
to father, mother, Grandma Hoover 
and “Lillian. BLANCHE.” 

Before leaving Atlanta Miss Hoover 
studied Spanish under Professor Cam- 
poamor. 

Campoamor’s Statement. 

In a statement to The Constitution, 
Professor Campoamor says Miss Hoo- 
ver was a student of Spanish under 
him for several months, after which 
time she discontinued her studies and 
he did not know where she went. 

He further states that he went to 
her residence to find owt if she would 
type soine letters for him in Spanish 
and was told by her father that she 
had left the city. 

He never saw the young lady after 
she discontinued her studies he claims, 
and the news of her death as well as 


his namsa2 being connected with it, 
came aS a Surprise and shock. 

Professor Campoamor states that he 
can Only attribute the reference to him 
as an aberration of mind. 

The body of the young girl is ex- 
pected to reach Atlanta Friday or Sat- 
urday morning. Following its arrival 
funeral arrangements will be made.

Famous Confederate Raider 
Dies in Washington at 
Age of 83. 


Washington, May 30.—Colonel. John | 


6. Mosby, famous confederate raider of 
the civil war, died at a hospital here 
early today. Death was due to old age. 
He will be 
Warrenton, Va., at 9 o’clock Thursday 
morning and survivors of his band that 
made civil war history will be pall- 
bearers. 

Colonel Mosby, 
eighty-third year, had been in 
health about six months. Three weeks 
azo he was removed to a hospital when 
it was apparent that his condition was 
serious. He was conscious until with- 
in an hour of his death and at all times 
took a keen interest in political and 
national’ questions. Many members of 
his old command visited him during 
his illness. Present at his death bed 
were his sister, Miss Blakely Mosby, 
his three daughters, Miss Ada Mosby, 
Miss Pauline Mosby and Mrs. S. M. 
Coleman, of Washington. Another sis- 
ter and two sons also survive him. 

Passed on Memorial Day. 

The passing of the famous confed- 
erate commander on Memorial day was 
a sad feature of the holiday here. He 
had lived in Washington for many 
years, having at one time been em-

ployed at the department of justice. | 


He was a writer of some note, con- 
tributing articles dealing with the civil 
War and personal reminiscences to 
newspapers and magazines. 

‘Colonel Mosby was a picturesque fig- 
ure in the capital and up to a few 
months ago he walked daily through 
the downtown section of the city. Age 
had not bent his erect figure nor dim- 
med his eye and it was seldom that 
he passed through the crowded streets 
that he was not recognized. 

It is related of him that he attend- 
ed but one reunion, that of ‘Mosby's 
Men,” at Alexandria, Va., twenty-three 
years ago. He was so affected, it is 
said, that he never desired to go to 
another. 

: Mosby’s Exploits. 

Colonel Mosby dared death over fifty 

years ago when at the head of a band 
of a few hundred confederate raiders 
he rode up and down the Shenandoah 
Valley, capturing outposts, destroying 
supply trains, and cutting off means 
of communication. It has been esti- 
Mated that he often neutralized the 
i ag of over 15,000 federals in the val- 
ey. 
Born in Powhatan county, Va., De- 
cember 6, 1833, and graduated from the 
University of Virginia in 1852, he was 
practicing law in Bristol, Va., when 
the war broke out and he began his 
career in the confederate army. -He 
proved his daring with such effect 
that he became a scout for General 
J. Kk. B. Stuart and led the celebrated 
raid around McCleHan’s army on the 
Chickahominy. In Richmond a year 
later he recruited an independent cav- 
alry troop which became famous as 
Mosby's Partisan rangers. They be- 
came night riders and the terror of 
the federal troops. 

Mosby’s most brilliant exploit was the 
capture of General Stoughton. On a 
March night in 1863 he, with thirty 
followers, rode through the federal 
army to Fairfax Courthouse, only 15 
miles from Washington, where Gen- 
eral Stoughton was asleep. Although 
surrounded by an army said to have 
been 17,000 strong, the rangers calmly 
kidnaped the genéral, his staff and 
many sentries, and turned them over 
to the confederate authorities at Cul- 
peper without having lost a man. 


Saved by General Grant. 


General] Grant once later saved Mos- 
by from hanging, and two foes of the 
battlefield became staunch friends. 
Mosby stumped the state of Virginia 
for Grant during his presidential cam- 
paign, and was rewarded with an ap- 
pointment as consul at Hong Kong, 
a post he held for seven years. Then 
he returned to the United States, Mos- 
by called on the surviving members of 
his rangers and, to his astonishment, 
he found that a large percentage of 
them had become ministers. In part- 
ing their old colonel said: “Well, boys, 
if you fight the devil like you fought 
the Yankees there will be something 
to record on judgment day.” 

He next became special land agent 
for the government in Colorado, and 
from 1904 to 1910 he was an attorney 
n the department of justice.

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CELEBRATE FLAG DAY 
WILSON URGES PEOPLE 


The President Says Americans 
Should Rededicate Them- 
selves for the Country. 


Washington, May 30.—President Wil- 
son today issued a proclamation call- 
ing upon the people of the United 
States to celebrate Flag day, June 14, 
with patriotic exercises giving expres- 
sion “to our thoughtful love of Amer- 
ica.” The president declared that the 
people should rededicate themselves 
“for an America which no man can 
corrupt, no influence draw away from 
its ideals, no force divide against it- 


self.” 

The proclamation follows: 
“My Fellow Countrymen: 

“Many circumstances have recently 
conspired to turn our thoughts to a 
critical examination of the conditions 
of our national life, of the influences 
which have seemed to threaten to di- 
vide us in interest and sympathy, of 
forces within and forces without that 
seemed likely to draw us away from 
the happy traditions of united purpose 
and action of which we have been so 
proud. 

“It has, therefore, seemed to me fit- 
ting that I should call your attention 
to the approach of the anniversary of 
the day upon which the flag of the 
United States was adopted by the con- 
gress as the emblem of the union, and 
to suggest to you that it should, this 
year, and in the years to come, be 
given special significance as a day of 
renewal and reminder, a day upon 
which the flag of the United States 
was adopted by the congress as the 
emblem of the union, and to suggest 
to you that it should, this year, and 
in the years to come, be given special 
significance as a day of renewal and 
reminder, a dav upon which we should 
direct our minds with a special desire 
of renewal to thoughts of the ideals 
and principles of which we have sought 
to make our great government the em- 
bodiment. 

“I, therefore, suggest and request 
that throughout the nation and, if pos- 
sible, in every community, the 14th 
day of June be observed as flag day 
with special patriotic exercises, at 
which means shall be taken to give 
significant expression to our thought- 
ful love of America, our comprehen- 
sion of the great mission of liberty 
and justice to which we have devoted 
ourselves as a people, our pride in the 
history and our enthusiasm for’ the 
political program of the nation, our 
determination to make it greater and 
purer with each generation and our 
resolution to demonstrate to all the 
world its vital union in ¢2*ntiment and 
purpose, accepting only -hose as true 
compatriots who feel as we do the 
compulsion of this supreme allegiance. 

“Tet us on that day rededicate our- 
selves to the nation, ‘one and insep- 
arable,’ from which every thought that 
is not worthy of our fathers’ first vows 
of independence, liberty and right shall 
be excluded and in which we shall 
stand with united hearts for an Amer- 
ica which no man can corrupt, no in- 
fluence draw .away from its ideals, no 
force divide against itself, a nation 
signally distinguished among all the 
nations of mankind for its clear, in- 
dividual conception alike of its duties 
and its privileges, its obligations and 


its rights.”

Athletics Will Be Fifty- 
Seven Years Old Today; 
Charter Members of League

This is the birthday of the Athletics, 
as it was fifty-seven years ago today, 
May 31, 1859, that the first or the fa- 
mous Philadelphia ball clubs of that 
name was organized, The club was 
originally devoted to “‘town ball,” but 
the new game of baseball made a 
stronger appeal to the members, and 
the following year the players adopted 
baseball. At first the Athletics play- 
ed on the grounds of the St. George 
Cricket clup, but later they obtained 
a “plant’’ of their own. 

Within a few years the Athletics 
developed into one of the strongest 
clubs in the pastime. Half a century 
ago they figured in the first champion- 
ship game between two cities, defeat- 
ing their closest rivals, the Brooklyn 
Athletics, by a score of 31 to 12. In 
that year, 1866, the Athletics had three 
paid players, Reach, Dockney and Pike, 
and professional baseball thus really 
originated with the Athletics, although 
the Cincinnati Reds were the first all- 
professional organization. Al Reach, 
now a wealthy manufacturer, was the 
pioneer pro player, the Athletics offer- 
ing him a salary to desert the Brook- 
lyn Atlanticis, each joined the Ath- 
letics in June, 1864. 

When the first professional league, 
the National association, was organ- 
ized in 1871, the Athletics became a 
charter member, and captured the first 
league pennant. George W. Thompson 
was president of the club, and Hicks 
Hayhurst the manager. in that season 
the Athletics won 22 and lost 7 games. 
McBride was the pitcher and Malone 
the backstop, with Fisler at first, Reach 
at second, Meyerle at third and Rad- 
cliff as shortstop. Cuthbert, Sensen- 
derfer, Heubel and Bechtel comprised 
the outfield staff, with Tom Pratt as 
a apa utility man. 

‘Then the National league was 
launched in 1876 the Athletics climbed 
aboard the bandwagon. Fisler, Meyerle 
and Malone were the oniv players left 
of the 1871 champions, Knight having 
succeeded McBride as the pitching 
staff. The Athletics finished second. 
but at the end of the year the club 
was expelled from the National league, 
along with the New York Mutuals. 

In 1874 the Athletics and the Bos- 
tons had made a tour of Great Britain 
and Ireland, the first expedition of its 
kind in baseball history. The Bostons 
won eight and the Athletics six of 
the exhibition games. 

After being expelled from the Na- 
tional league the name of hletics 
disappeared for a time, but in 1881 
it was revived when Philadelphia plac- 

club in the Bastern association. 
the American association was 
launched as a rival of the National 
league, and the Athletic club again 
assumed league standing, winning the 
association pennant in 1883. 
the American passed out of 
existence the Athletic club did like- 
wise, but the famous old name was 
resurrected when Connie Mack put an 
American league club in the uaker 
City in 1901.

PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION

“In reviewing the general cotton situa- 
tion and referring back to what might be, 
termed a stagnant market, we find develop- 
ments which we believe should be taken as 
an absolute demonstration of the obvious, 
lt is a well known fact that when the ob- 
vious is demonstratea the reverse happens 
and events following the period above re- 
ferred to can only add strength and confi- 
dence to the slogan, ‘Never sell a dead 
market or buy the crest of an advance.’ 

“Previous to May 1, for a period of nigh 
on sixty days, the cotton market and tne 
cotton speculative trade remained in what 
can easily be termed a comatose state. The 
average fluctuation prior to this date was 
within the narrow range of 10 to 15 points, 
and everybody was at that time confi- 
dently predicting a substantial decline in 
values giving ag ‘their reason the substan- 
tial decrease | exports, the increase in 
acreage and a greatly diminished spot de- 
mand. Presto, the situation changes. 

“All of a sudden the market showed 
signs of unusual nervousness and in antici- 
pation of critical developments between 
this country and Germany and rumors of 
the tenor of the German reply to the 
American note on the submarine question 
as well as peace rumors swayed values in 
Sympathy as they were interpreted, favor- 
able or unfavorable. The market then 
presented a truly psychological condition 
and ignored almost entirely potential 
factors in the situation, which ultimately 
makes for higher or lower markets in nor- 
mal times. The new crop's progress, 
weather reports, exports and acreage, fer- 
tiidzer, etc., all came in for small considera- 
tion. The trade seemed more inclined to 
concentrate their attention to political de- 
velopments, and in this attitude they found 
further comfort in a sudden strengthening 
of the spot situation, influenced by reports 
from dry goods centers that manufacturers 
of cotton goods were able to name their 
own price for the finished product for 
months ahead. 

“In this sudden change of sentiment 
bears found little encouragement, but their 
hopes of a setback in vaiues received an- 
other shock when it was announced by the 
iron and textile interests of this country 
that over five hundred tnousand employees 
were to receive a substantial increase in 
wages, and that a scarcity of labor was 
reported in almost every industrial center. 
Besides this, advices emanating from 
Liverpool and Manchester and other Euro- 
pean miuii centers distinctly showed an im- 
proved condition in their home trade, with 
outside markets keeping up witb a fair de- 
mand. 

“Influenced by these sudden changes in 
the technical situation, cotton values im- 
mediately showed strength and day by day 
advanced until a new level for the season 
was registered, and even as I write, while 
the market under the influence of liquida- 
tion, profit-taking by weak longs and the 
tendency might be termed reactionary, yet 
the undertone cannot be said to be weak. 

“Further strength has been lent to the 
situation today by reports from Washing- 
ton that Prince. von Buelow is to visit 
America and the™likelihood is that he will 
become American ambassador. His pres-

ence in our country might be construed as 
indicating a German desire to start peace 
negotiations through the American govern- 
ment.

Pacifists—He Urges Uni- 
versal Training for Na- 
tion’s Youth Based on Uni- 
versal Service. 


Kansas City, Mo. May 30.—Colonel 
‘Theodore Roosevelt urged prepared- 
ness and declared vigorously for uni- 
versal training, based on universal 
service in several speeches here to- 
day. He warned his audiences that 
there was @ peril in pacifism to all 
classes. 

Colonel Roosevelt departed from his 
set speech at convention hall long 
enough to eay a facetious word about 
Mexico,: but in. his other addresses he 
dwelt steadily on national defense. 

His first message was to a group of 
children that had gathered to greet 
him. It was “prepare.” A few mo- 
ments later he spoke a similar mes- 
sage to a street crowd from the lobby 
of his hotel: and at noon, a guest of 
the Commercial club at luncheon, he 
sounded another appeal. 

“Tt has been said,” he declared, “that 
the west Is not interested because it 
would not suffer from war. I know 
that this is a lie. I would shrink as 
from a plague from an American who 
would say that he does not care what 
happens to another American. Lofty 
words are poor companions if they 
cannot be translated into deeds.” 

, Spoke for Blue and Gray. 

‘Convention hall was filled with a 
cheering crowd, each person waving 
a small flag when the colonel entered. 
A portion of the hall had been reserved 
for union and confederate veterans of 
the civil war and it was principally to 
them that Colonel Roosevelt directed 
his remarks. 

‘We are are told that we enjoy peace 
with Mexico,” he said, in speaking of 
the republic to the south. “Highteen 
years ago we had % war with Spain. 
The number of ‘Amercians killed in 
Mexico during this peace with Mexico 
surpassed the number of Americans 
killed by Spain in the war with Spain 
and when this war was through it 
was through, whereas peace continues 
to rage with unabated violence along 
the Mexican border.” 

Coming to the question of an in- 
vasion of American shores by a foreign 
force, he declared that if an army half 
‘the size of that which attacked the 
Dardanelles should invade this country 
America would be at its mercy. 

“Tf such an invasion took place,” he 
said, “against it we would pit an army 
of ill-trained men—an army of about 
one-third the size of the invading 
army, untrained, badly armed and 
without the necessary artillery and 
we would send’ the young sons of 
America to be butchered, to make good 
for the fact that we had not prepared 
in advance.” 

Leaders of National Spirit. 

“The people must choose as their 
executive and legislative leaders at 
Washington,’ Colonel Roosevelt said, 
“men absolutely national In spirit; men 
whose theory of government is as far 
as the poles from the pork-barrel 
theory—and this, whether the pork- 
barrel be considered from a personal, 
political or sectional standpoint; men 
who look forward and, not back; men 
who face the facts as they actually 
are. 

“after this war we shall see a new 
Europe; a Burope energetically devel- 


loping new social and economic means 


of meeting new problems. 

“If, under these circumstances, we 
take refuge in formulae dug out from 
the wreckage of principles in the past, 
instead of developing these principles 
s0 as to meet the future, we shall be 
as foolish as if we were to arm our 
soldiers with flintlocks and send them 
against an army possessing machine 
guns, high power rifles and modern 
artillery. 

“The time for flintlock theories of 
statesmanship in this country is past.” 

Colonel Roosevelt said his address 
was directed “with equal emphasis to 
the soul qualities of the men who fol- 
lowed Grant and of the men who fol- 
lowed Lee,’ but that he made no ap- 
peal ‘to the memory of the copperhead 
pacifists who put peace above duty.” 


Beware of False Prophets. 


Colonel Roosevelt urged the nation 
to “beware of the false prophets’’— 
professional pacifists, who, he declared, 
do not serve high ideals. “In actual 
practice,” he said, “the professional 
pacifist is merely the tool of the sen- 
sual materialist who has no _ ideals, 
whose shriveled soul is wholly ab- 
sorbed in automobiles, and the movies,

Training Camps Lauded. 


“We have heard a good deal.of talk 
about the officer class that we are get- 
ting from the volunteer training camps 
of the present day. As long as we do 
not have universal military service 
these camps offer the only chance for 
young men to prepare so as to serve 
the country. The man who goes to 
them renders a high and patriotic serv- 
ice and incidentally profits immensely 
by the training and experience. My 
sons have gone and are going to these 
camps. I believe in these camps with 
all my heart and soul. They are sup- 
plying by private initiative what our 
governmental representatives have not 
the foresight to provide for everybody. 
As long as our citizens do not insist 
upon everybody being trained, upon 
everyone going to such camps, why the 
boys that do go to them will inevitably 
get the commissions if war comes. | 

In other words, as long as our peo- 
ple do not make the training universal, 
and do not make it paid for by the 
commonwealth, only the men of means 
will be trained as officers at these 
camps. At present this is the only way 
to provide that, in the event of war, 
we shall have officers worth having. 
But such a system is fundamentally un- 
democratic. It is our own fault, the 
fault of our people, that we do not 
establish the really democratic system, 
for the only way to establish the demo- 
cratic system is through ‘universal 
service. . . , 

“I ask the plain people of the United 
States, I ask the farmers, the wage- 
workers, the ordinary men, to give 
their sons the chance that the sons of 
wealthier men have. Make the oppor- 
tunity open to all; to your sons, to my 
sons; to all on an even basis. A sys- 
tem of universal training for universal] 
service would be one of. the biggest 
things ever done in this: country to 
preserve our democratic institutions in 
spirit and in fact.”

Bales by special messenger and today 
in court dismissed the charge against 
him. Bales died while the court pro- 
ceedings were in progress. Witnesses 
to the accident said Bales was blame- 
less.
